SUBJ: ENTRY OF TWO GERMANIES INTO UN 

SUMMARY: WE HAVE MET WITH UK, SECT, FRG, FRANCE, USSR TO 
DISCUSS SCENARIO FOR HANDLING GERMAN ENTRY. THERE NO 
DISAGREEMENT ON SCENARIO AND CONSEQUENTLY ALL AGREED 
THERE EVERY REASON EXPECT MATTER GO SMOOTHLY PROVIDED 
WESTERN DELS MAKE NO CONTENTIOUS REFERENCE TO 
BERLIN. END SUMMARY. 

1. MISOFFS MET SEPT 5. FIRST WITH UK (LOGAN), FRANCE 
(SCALABRE), FRG (BRACKLO AND PLEUGER) TO DISCUSS PRO- 
CEDURAL ASPECTS OF ADMISSION TWO GERMANIES 
TO UN. BRACKLO REPORTED THEY HAD CONTACTED WIDE NUMBER 
OF DELS AND EXPECTED NO PROBLEMS IN OBTAINING WIDE 
NUMBER OF EUROPEAN CO-SPONSORS AND ADEQUATE NUMBER OF LAS 
AND ASIANS. HE SAID AFRICANS HAD NOT INDICATED ANY 
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SPECIFIC PROBLEMS BUT SAID THEY WOULD NEED TO REQUEST 
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INSTRUCTIONS. KENYA AND TUNISIA INDICATED REQUEST WAS 
MERE FORMALITY AND FRG COULD CONSIDER THEM AS CO-SPONSORS. 

IT WAS AGREED THAT BY MIDDLE OF NEXT WEEK RES WITH NAMES 
OF ALL CO-SPONSORS OBTAINED BY FRG AND GDR SHOULD BE 
GIVEN TO SECT. ALSO AGREED EFFORT SHOULD BE MADE TO LIMIT 
NUMBER OF SPEECHES TO THREE OR FOUR FOR EACH REGIONAL 
GROUP. FROM WEO GROUP UK (SPEAKING ALSO FOR BAHAMAS), 

FRANCE, DENMARK (ON BEHALF OF GROUP OF NINE) AND POSSIBLY 
ONE OTHER COULD SPEAK-CHOICE OF SPEAKERS TO BE SETTLED AT 
WESTERN GROUP MEETING EARLY NEXT WEEK. IT UNDERSTOOD US 
NOT WEO FOR THESE PURPOSES AND WOULD SPEAK IN WELCOME. 

FRG CONFIRMED THAT FM SCHEEL WOULD BE COMPELLED TO MENTION BERLIN 
IN HIS SPEECH BUT IT WOULD BE NON-CONTROVERSIAL REFERENCE 
TO BERLIN AS EXAMPLE OF DETENTE WHICH SHOULD CAUSE SOVS 
NO PROBLEMS. 

2. AT SUBSEQUENT MEETING OF ALLIES WITH SOVS (OVINNIKOV 

AND TULINOV) SOVS REPORTED THAT GDR HAD 12 AGREED CO-SPONSORS 
AND 18 REASONABLY CERTAIN PENDING INSTRUCTIONS, INCLUDING 
TANZANIA AND OTHER RADICAL AFRICANS. SOME DUPLICATION WITH 
FRG LIST; NO PROBLEMS REPORTED ANYWHERE. SOVS AGREED 
TENTATIVELY TO IDEA OF LIMITING SPEECHES TO THREE OR FOUR 
PER GROUP AND WOULD SEEK EASTERN EUROPEAN GROUP APPROVAL. 

3. SOVS ASKED WHETHER US, UK, FRANCE OR FRG PLANNED 
RAISE BERLIN QUESTION. WE SAID WE UNDERSTOOD SOVS WOULD 
NOT UNLESS PROVOKED BY REMARKS OF OTHERS AND WE HAD 
REPORTED THIS. IN RESPONSE TO SPECIFIC QUESTION REGARDING 
FRG WE SAID WE UNDERSTOOD FRG WOULD REFER TO BERLIN BUT 
THAT IT WOULD BE NON-CONTENTIOUS. SOVS EXPRESSED HOPE IT 
WOULD BE NON-CONTENTIOUS AND SAID IF ISSUE RAISED IN 
CONTENTIOUS MANNER THEY WOULD FEEL OBLIGATED TO SPEAK AND 
THERE "WOULD BE AN AVALANCHE." WE INFORMED BRACKLO OF THIS 
COMMENT. IT FURTHER AGREED THAT U.S. WOULD CONTACT UN SECT 

TO EXCHANGE THOUGHTS ON HOW OPENING DAY SCENARIO WOULD RUN. 

4. MISOFF CONTACTED SECT AND WAS INFORMED THEY VIEWED 
SCENARIO AS FOLLOWS: 

A. PRES WOULD PLACE RES BEFORE PLENARY 
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B. PLENARY WOULD APPROVE FRG, GDR AND BAHAMAS 
ADMISSION 

C. DELS WOULD THEN MAKE WELCOMING STATEMENTS 

D. FRG, GDR, BAHAMAS REPS WOULD SPEAK. 

5. SECT CAUTIONED THAT DUE TO BANQUET EVENING SEPT 18 
PLENARY WOULD HAVE TO ADJOURN BY 6:30 AND CONSEQUENTLY 
SOME SPEAKERS INCLUDING REPS OF FRG, GDR AND BAHAMAS MIGHT 
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HAVE TO BE PUT OVER TO WEDNESDAY AM. MISOFF EXPRESSED 
GENERAL AGREEMENT WITH ABOVE AND HOPE THAT EVERY EFFORT 
WOULD BE MADE TO FINISH ON TUESDAY. 

6. MISOFF REPORTED SECT VIEWS TO BRACKLO WHO SAID HE 
SAW NO PROBLEMS. HE SAID AMB. GEHLHOFF (FRG) 

PLANNED SEE GA PRES DESIGNATE BENITEZ AS COURTESY. BRACKLO 
AGREED INFORM MISOFF ASAP IF BENITEZ RAISED ANY PROBLEMS. 
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
